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Srr, 
I have the honour to submit to you my Report on the Registration of 
Births, Marriages, and Deaths in this Colony for the year 1884, being the twenty- 
fifth Annual Report published on this subject. 

It is gratifying to me to be able to state that much greater care appears to 
have been taken both by the Customs and Immigration Departments during the 
year 1884 in preparing their returns of the arrivals and departures by sea; conse- 
quently very little difficulty was experienced by this Office in having discrepancies 
in such returns corrected, and in framing the estimate of the population for the 
year 1884. If it were possible to procure returns of this kind more punctually 
after the close of each month, so as to enable an estimate of the population to be made 
within a month after the close of each quarter, little would now be left to be desired 
relative to the manner in which the returns referred to have been furnished latterly. 


POPULATION. 

The estimated population of the Colony on 31st December, 1884, was 
809,918 persons, including 182,442 males and 127,471 females. The increase in 
the estimated population for the year 1884 over 1883 was 22,438 persons, consisting 
of 12,452 males and 9,986 females. The following table shows the estimated and 
estimated mean population for 1884, together with the percentage of each sex in 
the estimated population, and the centesimal ratio of increase in each sex in 1884 
over that contained in the estimated population of 1883 :—

The above estimate has been arrived at by adding to the population estimated 
at the close of 1883, the natural increase or excess of births over deaths registered 
in 1884; and the excess of arrivals over departures by sea during the same year. 
The increase from the former source was 3,818 persons—viz., 705 males and 3,113 
females, and from the latter 18,620, consisting of 11,716 males and 6,874 females. 
Although every care is taken to render the returns from which these figures 
are ascertained as correct as possible, yet there is unfortunately a disturbing element 
in both the sources from which such returns are compiled which renders the esti- 
mates framed from them unreliable to a certain extent. In the first place, with 
respect to the returns of natural increase, I have every reason to believe, from the 
means adopted to ensure the result, that all, or very nearly all, the deaths which 
oceur in the Colony are duly registered. It is not by any means certain that all 
births are registered, because parents—some from carelessness, forgetfulness, or other 
cause, and some from senseless opposition to the law on the subject—neglect to 
register the birth of their children ; and owing to the scattered population in this 
Colony it is difficult, if not impossible, for even the most zealous District Registrar 
to ascertain all births which may occur in a district. Further, there is no system as 
yet 
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yet devised or established by law which is sufficiently perfect to enable those 
entrusted with the duty of registration to accurately ascertain all births which occur. 
In the second place, although the exact number of persons who arrived and 
departed to and from this Colony by sea have most likely been ascertained with 
exactness by the Collector of Customs and the Immigration Agent, yet there is 
no means of checking the intercourse to and from this Colony, and those 
adjoining it over the border, Although such intercourse was for a long time 
considered to be almost equal, and was proved to be so by the results of several 
ot the Census enumerations taken in the earlier period of the existence of the 
Colony, yet the results of the last two—namely, those taken in 1876 and in 1881— 
showed that the estimates of population made in the years preceding these enume- 
rations of the people largely exceeded the number as ascertained by such enumera- 
tions; leading to the belief that more people crossed our Border to the adjoining 
Colonies than came from thence to Queensland. it is to be hoped, however, that the 
estimates of the population made since 1881 will be borne out by the results of the 
Census to be taken in this Colony during 1886. 

The following summary shows the additions to the population from the

From the above it will be observed that the increase in the population of the 
year 1884, compared with that of 1883, both natural and by excess of arrivals over 
departures, was much less than that shown in 1883 over 1882. Comparing the 
periods mentioned, the natural increase fell short of that of the previous year 
by 1,031 persons, and the increase by excess of immigration over emigration by 
15,751 persons. 

The rate per cent. of total increase in the estimated population for the year 
1884 over that on the 31st December, 1888, was—persons, 7°80 per cent.; males, 
4°33; females, 3°47. The total increase to the population in each of the years 1884, 
1883, and 1882, also the rates per cent. of increase in each of those years, together 
with the rates per cent. increase in each sex during each year on the estimated 
population on the 31st December of the previous one, is given below :—

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From the summary attached to Table E it will be seen that there was 
an addition of 649 persons to our population from the other Australian Colonies 
during 1884, all of whom were males, there being during the year an excess of 
emigration on the part of females of 84; this, apparently, proving the truth of a 
statement current in Brisbane last year—namely, that there was a very extensive 
exodus of female domestic servants during that period to the Southern Colonies, where 
a higher rate of wages for that class ruled at the time than in this Colony. 

The arrivals from the adjacent Colonies during each quarter of 1884 appear 
to be nearly equal, those in the third quarter being slightly in excess of the others. 

New South Wales, as usual, contributed the greatest number of immigrants, 
but as nearly all travellers in Australia on their way to this Colony come vid Sydney, 
the large number of arrivals from New South Wales compared with those from the 
other Colonies is accounted for.

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This table proves that the numerical additions to the population in 1884 by 
excess of births over deaths are very much less than that of any year since 1878, 
and that the centesimal ratio of increase from the same cause is the smallest yet 
recorded. Also, that the numerical additions to the population by excess of immi- 
eration over emigration by sea, although not nearly so large as in the year 1888, 
are,-with the exception of that year, larger than the increase which took place in 
any other year referred to in the table. The centesimal ratio of increase in the 
population during 1884 was not half that of 1888, nor so high as that of 1882. 

‘A careful estimate has been made of the number of Chinese and Polynesians 
included in the population of 1884, and the following table gives the result. I 
believe that the figures stated are as nearly as possible correct.

From the foregoing it will be observed it is estimated that there are 12,906 Chinese 
included in the population, of whom 12,861 were males and 45 were females, the 
centesimal proportion that Chinese bear to the total estimated population of 1884 
being 416. There has been an increase in the number of persons of this race 
since 31st December, 1883, of 288. The table also shows that the Polynesians esti- 
mated to be contained in the total population of 1884 numbered 11,745, consisting 
of 10,650 males and 1,095 females, the centesimal proportion they bear to the popu- 
lation referred to being 3°79. A decrease in the total number of Polynesians has 
apparently taken place since the 31st December, 18838, of 459. It would thus appear 
that although the arrivals of persons of this race exceeded the departures by 1,256, 
as shown in a previous part of this Report, yet the small natural increase and very 
excessive death-rate amongst them led to the decrease in number previously referred to. 

The estimated total number of persons other than Chinese and Polynesians 
included in the population of 1884 is 285,262, a number nearly equal to the total 
estimated population on 31st December, 1888 ; the centesimal proportion of such 
persons to the total estimated population of 1884 being 92°05. 

To afford an opportunity of making a comparison of the results under these

MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages celebrated in Queensland during the year 1884 
was 2,661, being a numerical increase on those celebrated in 1883 of 269, and a 
centesimal increase of 11°25. 

It is satisfactory to note that for many years the number of marriages in this 
Colony has been on the increase, and that during 1884 the largest number has been 
recorded. Although the centesimal increase to the number of marriages registered 
in the year 1884 did not equal that of either 1882 or 1883, yet the ratio of increase 
in that year, as shown above, 11:25, was more than that of any year in the last 
decennial, with the exception of the years above referred to; this will be seen from 
the following :—

It will be observed from the foregoing that the marriage rate in Queensland, 
although less than in 1882 and 1883, is yet higher than that in any of the other 
Australasian Colonies; also that the marriage rates for 1884 in the Colonies of New 
South Wales, Tasmania, and South Australia show, as in Queensland, a slight 
cecrease on the rate of 18838, while in Victoria, Western Australia, and New Zealand 
there is a small increase in the rate comparing 183 with 1884. 

It may be interesting to trace the fluctuations which have taken place in the 
mi rriage rate of this Colony since records have been kept under the authority of an 
Actof Parliament. In i+57, the year after the registration system was established 
by law, the rate was slightly over 8 per 1,000 of the mean population, During the 
next two years it increased to 9 per 1,000. In 1860 and 1861 it reached 10, in 1862 
14, and in 1863 the maximum rate was shown, viz., 14°50. From that year it 
decreased annually to 9 per 1,000 in 1867, and in the following year to 8. With 
the exception of the year 1570 in which the rate decreased to 7, and in 1873 in which 
it increased to 9, this rate was maintained until the year 1875, when a further 

decrease 
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decrease to 7 per 1,000 was shown, at which it stood until 1882, when it again 
increased to 8; the years 1883 and 1-84 showing the rate to be very slightly under 
9 per 1,000. This will best be seen from the following table :—

From this it will be perceived that the mean marriage rate for twenty- five years was 
highest in the Colony of Queensland, and lowest in Victoria. The returns available for 
Western Australia extend back only to 1873—a period of twelve years—but for that 
period the mean marriage rate was slightly higher than in Victoria. The rate in 
South Australia is highest next to Queensland; New South Wales, New Zealand, 
and Tasmania coming next, in the order named. 

The marriage rate, calculated according to the number of persons married 
per 1,000 of the estimated mean population in 1884, was 17°82—-slightly less than 
that in 1888, which was 17°86.

It is curious to note how very nearly the rate approximates in England, Denmark, 
Austria, The German Empire, Prussia, and France. Hungary appears to hold the 
premier position as to the marriage rate. 

The marriage rate in Queensland, calculated on the number of persons 
married per 1,000 of the mean population, exclusive of Chinese and Polynesians, 
and also excluding marriages between persons of whom both were Chinese or both 
Polynesians, was 19°27.

The above statement shows that a large increase in the number of marriages— 
viz., 161, took place in the Metropolitan District, Brisbane, during 1884, the ratio 
of such increase to the number of marriages celebrated in that district in 1883 being 
28°10, a ratio of increase 4°05 per cent. above that of the previous year. In the 
districts of Cook, Clermont, Maranoa, Oxley, and Ipswich, large increases in the 
number of marriages 1884 over 1888 are apparent, the ratio of increase in each of

Church, the Primitive Methodist Church, the Church of England, the Congregational 
Church, and the Church of Rome, show ihe largest increase. 'T Ke is most aorceatie 
with respect to the Primitive Methodists and the Presbyterians ; the increase in the 
number of marriages celebrated by the ministers of these churches being relatively 
66, and 148 more than in 1888, a centesimal ratio of increase in the first of 51°56 
and in the second of 46:12. The numerical increase in the marriages celebrated in 
the Congregational Church in 1884 was 29, but the increase per cent. was 29°89. 
‘The numerical increase in the Church of tngland was 63, but the centesimal increase 
was only 9°47 per cent. over the marriages celebrated by ministers of that church 
in 1888. The marriages in the Church of Rome in 1884 showed a numerical increase 
of 20, but the centesimal rate of increase was only 4°22. Some of the other smaller 
denominations show an apparently large centesimal rate of increase on the number 
of marriages celebrated in 1883, but the figures upon which the rate is calculated 
are so small they are not worthy of special notice. The increase in the number of 
marriages celebrated in 1884 by Registrars and Justices is very small, being only 
8 over the number thus celebrated in 1883, showing a centesimal increase of only 
2°92 over that of the latter year. ‘the only decrease in marriages celebrated by any 
of the denominations mentioned in Table I. took place amongst the Wesleyan 
Methodists, the marriages celebrated by the ministers of that church in 1884 being 
numerically 97 less than in 1883, a centesimal decrease of 40°41. A comparative 
statement of the number of marriages celebrated by each denomination, etc., for the 
last ten years is given below :—

Table No. ¥., Page 7 in the Appendix to this Report, shows the nationality 
of persons married in this Colony during 1884. From that table will be seen the 
number of marriages amongst members of the Alien races who were living in 
Queensland that year, and also their intermarriage with members of the European 
‘aces, as follows. It appears that 26 men and 5 women, natives of China, were 
married during 1881; the women all married countrymen of their own, but of the 
men 4 were married to women natives of Queensland ; 11 were married to English 
women, 3 to Scotch women, 2 to Irish women, and one to a woman born at sea— 
nationality of whose parents was not stated. During ;884 only 8 men and 4 women, 
natives of Polynesia, were married here ; of these, 3 men were married to English 
women, | toa Scotch woman, 1 toa French woman (a strange intermarriage), and 
3 to women natives of their own country ; the fourth Polynesian woman. was 
married to a man a native of Manilla. 

The proportion of marriages amongst Chinese and Polynesians in 1884, calcu- 
lated on the estimated number of each race in the population of that year, is as 
follows :—Chinese, 0°24 per cent. and Polynesians, 0-10 per cent.—an increase on the 
rate shown in 1883, which was 0:09 per cent. and 0:06 per cent. respectively.

It will be observed that the number of males and females married for the 
first time was 2,272, being in the proportion of 85°38 per cent. to the total persons 
married, a proportion very nearly the same as that in the year 1883, when it was 
85°54 per cent.; of bachelors who married widows there were 139, equal to 5°22 per 
cent.; the number of spinsters who chose widowers for husbands was 165, being 
in the proportion of 6:20 per cent.; while of persons both widowed who inter- 
married there were 84, a proportion of only 3°16 per cent. ‘There was one divorced 
man married to a widow. 

The number and proportion of persons who at the time of their marriage 
wore unable to sign their marriage certificate is shown by the following Table :

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It will be noted that the number unable to write was less than in 1883, being only 
307 in 1884 as against 329 in the previous year, the relative proportions in each 
year to the total of persons married being 5°77 per cent. in 1884 compared with 6°88 
per cent. in 1883. The above cannot, however, be taken as a test of the advance or 
otherwise of education in Queensland, because immigration to this Colony is still 
carried on so extensively, as noted in a previous part of this Report. Many persons 
of a marriageable age are thus introduced ; amongst them, no doubt, are a considerable 
proportion of persons from the less educated classes brought here who marry—many 
of them—as soon as they reach the Colony: thus any definite calculation relative to 
the progress of education in Queensland, based upon inability to write at the time of 
marriage is rendered uncertain. As it may be interesting to show, for a series of 
years, the proportion of persons who signed their names to the marriage certificate 
with a mark, the following tabular statement is given :—

It is satisfactory from the above to note the decrease of late years in the 
proportion of those unable to write, especially amongst the females. It tends in a 
great measure to prove that the efforts made in the cause of education for the masses 
both here and in the United Kingdom, from which the majority of immigration to 
Queensland is drawn, is so far steadily bearing fruit. 

The improvement in this matter in the other Australasian Colonies is also 
very marked. Quoting from Mr. Hayter’s Victorian Year Book for 1883-4, I find 
that the proportion of persons who could not sign their name per 100 of the total 
persons married in the year 1882 was :—

The marked improvement shown in this respect throughout all the Colonies 
during the few years referred to is very satisfactory, as an earnest of the time, likely 
not far distant, when few men or women, at least.of English speaking races, 
will be found unable to write. It is to be regretted that Queensland should yet 
show the greatest proportion of illiterates, but it is noticeable, as bearing out previous 
observations relative to the probability that large immigration has much to do with 
this result, that in Victoria, where immigration at the expense of the colony has 
almost ceased for years, the proportion of illiterates is the least, while both in New 
South Wales and Queensland, where immigration is largely carried on at the expense 
of the State, the proportion is the highest. 

In 
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In England in 1863 the proportion of those married who were unable to 
sign their names in the register was 12°2 per cent. of men, 15°5 of women. The 
same improvement which is apparent in this respect in the Colonies also appears to 
be the ease latterly in England. The Registrar-General of England in his report for 
1853 writes on this subject as follows, alluding to the figures above quoted :— 

“These percentages were both considerably lower than any previously 
“recorded, and testify to a satisfactory progress in elementary 
“education. How great that progress has been, and how much 
“‘oreater it has been in the last decennium than in earlier periods, is 
“shown in the following short table, which gives the percentages 
“of illiterate marriages at intervals of ten years, going back from 
«1883; and further shows in the last two columns the rate of 
“decrease in each successive decennium.” 
For my purpose it will be sufficient to quote the rate of decrease in each successive 
decennium, which was as under :—

The ages at the time of marriage of the 5,322 persons married in Queensland 
during the year 1884 will be seen on referring to Table VI. of the Appendix to 
this Report. From that table it will be observed that 61 young women were 
married between the ages of fourteen and sixteen years inclusive, namely— 
1 at fourteen, 10 at fifteen, and 50 at sixteen. The number of these extremely 
juvenile marriages was 10 less than in 1883. The youngest age at time of 
marriage amongst the males was eighteen, at which age 3 young men were 
joined in wedlock. The number of men married who were minors was 86, being 
3°23 per cent. of the total males married; while the number of women married 
under age was 726, being 27°28 per cent. of the total women married. The 
mean age of the men married in 1884 was 28°3 years, and the women 23°4 years. 
The greatest number of marriages at any one age amongst males was at twenty- 
four years, when 251 were married, being in the proportion of 9°48 per cent. to the 
total number of men married, and the greatest number of marriages at any one 
age amongst the females was at 21 years, when 445 were married, being in the pro- 
portion of no less than 16°72 per cent. to the total number of women married. I 
cannot refrain from again calling attention to the fact that the number of females 
married at twenty-one is altogether out of proportion to the number married at any 
other age even as regards the age preceding and succeeding twenty-one years: 
the figures are as follows—at twenty years 177, at twenty-one 445, at twenty-two 
268. Having these figures in view, no other conclusion can be arrived at than that 
a very large number of young women minors falsely represent themselves to be 21, 
for the purpose of obviating the necessity of obtaining the consent of their parents 
or guardians to their marriage; the worst feature in the case being that in every 
instance of misrepresentation of age a false declaration has been made, which 
rendered the declarant liable to prosecution for perjury. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that owing to the vague and uncertain terms of the declaration which is 
required to be made under the provisions of the Marriage Act in this Colony, it 
is probable that many of these females in their anxiety to get married made the 
necessary declaration untruthfully as to their age without comprehending in the 
least the gravity of the offence which they had committed. Holding such views, I 
think it my duty to persist in bringing this matter under notice, with a hope that 
by doing so attention will be drawn to the form of declaration, and that it may be 
so altered by law as to make it at least more precise in its terms, so that those who 
are required to use it may have no excuse for misunderstanding its terms should 
they feel inclined to make a wilfully false statement as to age. On this subject I 
wrote as follows in my report for 1883 :— 

*« Many instances occur annually to my knowledge in which false declara- 
“tions as to age have been made by minors for the purpose of 
“ vetting married, and parents frequently write to the Department 
“in great distress of mind, complaining of ministers for having 
B “married 
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“‘ married young persons under age without an inquiry as to the age 
“ of the parties, and asking what steps can be taken in the matter. 
** Of course, unless the minister is actually cognizant that the person 
‘or persons married by him are under age the declaration made by 
“the minor is his protection; the only resource the parent then has 
“is to prosecute his son or daughter, as the case may be, for 
** perjury ; a course seldom adopted.” 
What I then stated I have, during the last year, abundant cause to reiterate. The 
correspondence in the Office is full of such complaints, and cases have frequently 
occurred in which minors who came to clergymen or other persons to be married, 
and gave their correct age, finding some delay or difficulty in getting the consent of 
a magistrate, went straight away an hour or so afterwards to some other clergyman 
or a registrar, and falsely declared themselves to be 21 years of age, or over 21 
years, with a view of having the marriage proceeded with without delay. In such 
cases the woman was guilty of perjury and the man liable to prosecution for inducing 
a person authorised to celebrate marriages to marry a person under the age of 21 
years, he, the man, having been previously made aware by his intended wife that 
she was a minor. Having such facts on record, surely itis of the utmost importance 
that some measure should be at once adopted to prevent a continuance of 
this state of things. I do not therefore hesitate to again urge the necessity 
that exists for alteration of the Marriage Act, which in its present state 
is quite inadequate to prevent such flagrant breaches of the law. Mani- 
festly it is not to the advantage of young people, at the outset of one of the 
most important acts of their life, to run counter to the wishes of their natural 
protectors, who bring more mature judgment to bear and who are the best 
counsellors for young people about to take such an important step. Can there 
be a doubt that the many cases of deserted wives and children, and the numerous 
bigamous marriages which occur in the community, must be traced in the first 
instance to a defective marriage law, which by imperfect provisions places it in the 
power of minors, by merely stating a falsehood in the first instance, to evade the legal 
and proper control of parents and guardians, and to rush into hasty ill-considered 
marriages, which result in livelong misery, if not sin. So many instances of this kind 
are brought under my notice in the discharge of my public duties that I feel constrained 
to make every effort in my power to put a check on it if possible. 

With respect to marriages at advanced periods of life, there were none 
celebrated during 1884 which call for special notice. The oldest man married was 
69 years of age, and the oldest woman 64 years; they were married to each other. 
The only instance of marriage in which great inequality of age was noticeable was 
that of a man aged 32 married to a woman aged 60. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births recorded in Queensland during the year 1884 was 
10,679, consisting of 5,899 males and 5,250 females. ‘Ihe increase on those 
registered during 1883 was 789—not nearly equal to the increase of 1883 over 1882, 
which was 1,372. The proportion of females born to every 100 males born, in births 
recorded in 1884, was 97°80 per cent. The following statement of the births regis- 
tered in Queensland for the past twenty years shows that there was a steady 
increase in the number year after year :—

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During the year 1884 there appears to have been a fair increase in the number 
of births registered in most of the registry districts. A decrease is shown, however, 
in many more districts, comparing 1884 with 1883, than was the case when a similar 
comparison was made between the results of 1882 and 1883. This decrease is very 
noticeable in the group of districts situated on the Darling Downs—i.e., Dalby, Darling 
Downs Central, Darling Downs North, and Drayton and Toowoomba. When a com- 
parison was made between the births registered in 1882 and those in 1888, the 
districts named showed an increase of 104 births, but comparing births of 1883 with 
those of 1884 these districts show a decrease of 90 in number-—little short of the 
amount of increase noted in 1883. The same may be said to a greater degree of 
Maryborough, Wide Bay, and Burnett Districts, which, collectively, showed an 
increase in 1883 of 207 births over those recorded in 1882; but in 1884 exhibit a 
decrease of 118 compared with the returns of 183. 

The inerease in births, although not equal to that which took place in 1883, 
is yet satisfactory, having been greater than that of any other year in the last 
decennial, except 1883. 

The cestesimal ratio of increase in births of the year 1884 was 7:98, being 
very low compared with that of 1883 which was 16:11. 

The birth-rate calculated at per 1,000 of the mean population was 35°75, that 
being less than the rate of the previous year which was 36°92. 

The birth-rate of the other Australasian Colonies for the year 1884 was as

It will be seen from the foregoing that of all the colonies the birth-rate in 
1884 was highest in New South Wales and lowest in Victoria, the difference 
between the highest and the lowest rate being 7°41 per 1,000. In South Australia 
and in New Zealand the rate was higher than in Queensiand, which appears fourth 
in order. In 1883 Queensland was third in order, but the decrease in the rate in 
New Zealand in 1884 was not so great as in Queensland, consequently the former 
colony in that year shows third in degree in the latter year. The following is a 
comparison of the birth-rate in the Australasian Colonies in 1883 and 1884 :—

It will therefore be seen that in New South Wales, South Australia, Tasmania, and 
Victoria, an increase in the birth-rate has taken place, while in New Zealand, 
Queensland, and Western Australia a decrease to a slight extent is apparent. In 
England in 1883 the birth-rate was 33°3 per thousand, almost the same as that in 
1882, but was the lowest there recorded since 1853. The rate appears to have 
steadily declined in England year by year since 1876, when it had reached its maxi- 
mum, 36°4 per thousand of persons living. 

The following statement shows the birth-rate in Queensland for the last five 
years, calculated at per 1,000 of the mean population, and also calculated on the mean 
population, exclusive of Chinese and Polynesians :—

It will be observed that the fluctuations in the birth-rate for the period above- 
mentioned have not been very excessive, and, as will be seen from a table (Q) 
published in a subsequent part of this Report, the same may be said of the rate from 
the year 1575 to 1884 inclusive. 

The mean birth-rate for that decennial period was 36°69.

took place in the Registry District of Brisbane. The increases next in importance

Of children born in 1884, whose birth was recorded as previously stated, 5,399 
were males and 5,280 were females. As before stated, the proportion of females 
born to every 100 males born in that year was 97°80, a proportion of females 
greater than in 1§83—viz., 94°19. This shows that for every 100 females born in 
1884 there were 10228 males born, a proportion less than in 1883, when it was 
10617. Looking back for some years it appears that the proportion of female 
children born to every 100 males born fluctuates considerably, but that the largest 
proportion of females born in the Colony for the last ten years took place in 1884. 
This will be seen from the following statement :—

For the reasons stated in my Report for the year 1883, it is impossible with any 
degree of accuracy to estimate the population in the various cities and towns in the 
Colony. No attempt has therefore been made to calculate a birth-rate for the 
metropolitan city, Brisbane, or other large urban settlements, as calculations based 
on imperfect data are worse than useless. The 
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The number of births registered in each quarter of 1884 is shown by table 
No, III. in the Appendix to this Report. The greatest number was registered in the 
third quarter—-namely, 2,744, and the least number in the fourth quarter—namely, 
2,636. The following statement gives the number registered in each quarter :—

It thus appears that as usual the largest number of births were recorded in the 
third quarter—at least the same coincidence took place each year since 1831. 
The births of 1884 have exceeded the deaths of that year by 3,818. This was not 
equal to the excess of births over deaths in 1883, which was 4,849. The rate per 
cent. excess of births over deaths in 1884 was only 55°65, a small proportion 
compared with that of 1883, which was 96:19 per cent. The illegitimate births 
registered in the year amounted to 432, which was 70 more than the number recorded 
in 1888. ‘The rate per cent. of births of this description to the total births in 1884) 
was 405, a proportion 6°39 less than in the previous year. This shows that about 
1 in 24 of the total number of births registered were those of childern born out of 
wedlock. The rate of illegitimate children born in 1884 to every 1,000 of the 
mean population of that year was 1°45. The rate in England in 1883 was 1°6, and 
although the lowest in that country since civil registration was commenced is higher 
than in Queensland.

In England the rate per cent. in 1583 was 4°8 per cent., and the mean of 
ten years 4°9 per cent. 

The total number of illegitimate births recorded in the Brisbane Registry 
District during 1884 was 138, an increase of 36 on the number recorded in 1883, the 
proportion to the total births registered in the district having been 7°24 per cent., 
an increase rate compared with 1883 when it was only 6°25 per cent. . 

In other registry districts in which large cities or towns are situated the 
number of children who were born out of wedlock, together with the rate per cent. 
to the total births of the district, is shown in the following statement, namely :—

The number of births registered in the Colony as born of parents belonging 
to the Alien races during 1884 was—of Chinese parents 9, namely 7 males and 2 
females; and of Polynesian parents 54, namely 29 males and 26 females; the 
proportion per cent. to the total births of the year being—Chinese 0°08, and 
Polynesians 0°51. The proportion per cent. of children born of Chinese parents to 
the total Chinese population at the end of the year was 0°07, and of those born of 
Polynesian parents to the total Polynesian population at the same period was 0°46, 
showing the same percentage of Chinese children born, and an increase in the rate 


of Polynesian children born compared with the year 1883. 
There 
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There were 188 twin children born in 1884, consisting of 97 males and 91 
females. This is a decrease on the number of twin children born in i883—viz., 206. 
In the Brisbane District 30 cases of twin births occurred, the sexes being males 15, 
females 15. 

Of children born at the same time no case of a greater number than twins 
occurred during the year 1884. 


DEATHS. 

The total number of deaths registered in 1884 was 6,861, an increase of 1,820 
over the number recorded in 1883. The mortality during 1884 was very excessive ; 
the extreme death-rate amengst the Polynesian portion of the population largely 
contributed to this increased mortality. 

Table No. 1X. in the Appendix to this Report gives details of the nationality 
of all persons who died during that year. From that table it will be seen that the 
total number of deaths, exclusive of Chinese and Polynesians, was 4,988. Of 
Chinese then living in the Colony, 104 died—viz., 103 males and 1 female, and of 
Polynesians, 1,769—consisting of 1,580 males and 189 females. 

The ratio of increase in deaths registered in 1884 over 1883 was 36°10 per 
cent., while the ratio of 1883 over 1882 was only 17:95, showing an excess in the 
ratio of 1884 over 1883, compared with that of 1883 over 1882, of 18°15—more than 
100 per cent. increase—a circumstance which has not occurred in the death statistics 
of this Colony for a considerable period. 

The deaths of females were in the proportion of 46°16 per cent. of the deaths 
of males, and the deaths of each sex to the total of each sex in the mean population 
of the year 1884 are in the proportion of males 2°66 per cent., females 1°77 per cent. ; 
while the deaths of males to the éo¢al mean population are in the proportion of 1°57 
per cent., and the females 0°73 per cent. 

The number of deaths registered in each district, and in each quarter of the 
year 1884, is shown in Table No. VII. in the Appendix, from which it appears that 
the largest number of deaths was recorded in the first quarter, and the least number 
in the third quarter of that year. ‘The following summary gives the total number 
of deaths registered in each quarter :—

The death-rate to the total mean population of the year is 22°97 per 1,000, 
as against 18°82 per 1,000 in 1883. Unfortunately the death-rate in Queensland 
far exceeds that of any of the other Australasian Colonies in 1884, except Western 
Australia. The following statement shows the death-rate in all the Australasian 
Colonies, both for the years 1883 and 1884, together with the increase or decrease 
in such rate in the latter year :—

The death-rate in England for the year 1883 was 19°5 per 1,000, with which 
the rate in all the Australasian Colonies, except Queensland and Western Avustralia, 
will favourably compare.

From this it will be seen that the death-rate of 1884 is the highest since 1875. 
and that since its lowest point, in 1880, it has been steadily increasing year by year, 
The abnormally dry seasons experienced in this Colony for the last three or four 
years, the consequent scarcity and oftentimes bad quality of the water consumed, 
also the difficulties experienced in carrying out a proper system of sanitation in our 
cities and towns, owing to the insufficient supply of water, has no doubt largely 
contributed to this result. The death-rate of 1884 has also been considerably 
increased by the number of deaths amongst the alien races, more especially amongst 
the Polynesians. Excluding deaths of this kind, the death-rate of 1884 was only 
18:21 per 1,000, but even that was a higher rate than in any of the other Australasian 
Colonies in that year, except Western “Australia. 

The deaths amongst the alien races in the year mentioned were as under :— 
Chinese, 104—viz. 1038 ” males, 1 female; Polynesians, 1,769—viz. 1,580 males, 
189 females. The deaths of Chinese were 31 gre eater in 1884 than in 1883 ; 
and the deaths of Polynesians more than double those which occurred in the previous 
year, the number then recorded being 791—in fact, the deaths of Polynesians in 
1884 far exceed the number recorded in any one year since Polynesian immigration 
commenced in Queensland. ‘his will be seen from the following summary :

The death-rate amongst the thiness was only 1:94 per 1,000 greater than in 
1883, but the rate amongst the Polynesians far exceeded the rate of that year, which 
was 75°31 per 1,000. It is difficult to account for this large increase in the rate of 
deaths amongst those people in 1884, more especially when it is taken into con- 
sideration, as pointed out in a previous part of this Report, that the proportion of 
Polynesians in the population of 1884 was not so great as in 1883 
It may be useful to show here, in juxtaposition, the birth, marriage, and 
death rate in Queensland in 1884 inclusive and exclusive of Chinese and

It will be seen from the above that the mean marriage-rate per 1,000 of the 
mean population for the last ten years was 15°99, that the mean birth-rate for the 
same period was 86°69, and the mean death-rate 18:42; also, that a mean of 104-90 
males to every 100 females were born during that period, and that a mean of 190°78 
males died to every 100 females—a proportion of nearly 2 to 1 against the males. 

The number of children under five years who died during 1884 was 2,329, 
consisting of 1,233 males and 1,096 females. In Table No. VIII. in the Appendix 
will be found details on this subject, showing the deaths of children under that age 
registered in each Registry District in the Colony. As appears to be always the 
case in this Colony, the number of male children who died was greater than that of 
female children. The rate per thousand of deaths under five years to the mean 
population of the Colony was 7°80.

This shows that the death-rate of children per cent. has increased in 1884 
1:40 more than it was in 1883; also, that the mean annual death-rate for the last 
ten years was exactly the same as the rate for 1884—viz., 14°74 per cent.

This shows that the percentage of deaths of children under five years to the 
total deaths in the Brisbane district was 47°63, while in all the other districts grouped 
it was 31°22 to the total deaths in these districts ‘The rate shown in 1884 is less both 
in the Brisbane District and in the country districts than in the year 1883, when it 
was 50 20 in the former and 40°34 per cent. in the latter. It will be also seen that 
in 1884 the percentage of deaths of children under five years in the Brisbane District 
to the total deaths in the Colony was 7°91, while in the country districts as a whole 
it was 26°08 per cent., and in the whole Colony to the total deaths the proportion was 
33°95 per cent. This is a rate much less than in 1883, when it reached 42°25. 

The death-rate of children in some of the districts in which large towns are 
situated, calculated on the total deaths in the districts and on the total deaths in the 
Colony, is shown by the following table :—

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It will be observed from this that the highest rate calculated on deaths in the 
district—viz., 56°68 per cent.—is apparent in the Kennedy District, in which the 
only town of much importance is Charters Towers ; while the largest proportion of 
deaths of children to total deaths in the Colony—viz., 2°25 per cent.-—took place in 
Rockhampton. The exceptionally low rates of deaths of children to total deaths in 
the Colony shown in the districts of Mackay and Bundaberg is chiefly owing to the 
large number of Polynesians, all adults, who died in these districts during the year. 
The rate calculated on total deaths in the district, exclusive of deaths of Polynesians, 
is—Mackay, 47°92 ; Bundaberg, 41°86. 


After such a lapse of time since the last Census was taken—viz., 1681— 
and in consequence of the migratory habits of a great part of the population, who 
change from place to place where employment is to be most easily obtained, it is 
impossible with any degree of accuracy to estimate the population of any of the 
principal towns in the Colony. It is therefore considered unwise to attempt to 
calculate the probable rate of mortality in these centres of population, as the result 
would be at best mere guesswork and calculated to mislead, Arrangements will 
shortly be made to collect a Census of the Colony in 1886, when from the data then. 
obtained reliable rates can be published. The following staternent shows the rate of 
mortality in each of the undermentioned towns at the time the Census was taken in 
the year 1881 :—

From this it will be seen that the greatest number of deaths occurred in the 
month of February and the least in the month of August ; also, that the number of 
deaths registered in the first quarter of 1884 were much greater than in any other 
quarter of that year. The deaths recorded in the first half of the year under view 
were in excess of those registered in the second half of the year by 1,035.

It will be observed from the foregoing that the greatest number of deaths in 
the Brisbane District were recorded in the first quarter, and the least in the third 
quarter ; also, that in the month of March more deaths were registered than in any 
other month of the year, although in January, February, April, May, and October 
the numbers were little less than in the month referred to. 

The total deaths in the District of Brisbane during 1884 were 1,140, consisting 
of 623 males and 517 females, being an increase of 164 on the number recorded in 
the previous year. The rate per cent. to the total deaths in the Colony was 16°62, 
which compares favourably with the same rate in 1888, which was 19°36 per cent, 
The rate calculated in the same manner for the last ten years is here given :—

It will be observed that there was a great increase in the number of deaths 
in the Brisbane Hospital during 1884. The ratio of deaths to the number of cascs

From the foregoing it will be seen that the ratio of deaths in the Brisbane 
fospital to the number of cases treated has been steadily increasing for the last five 
years, until in 1884 it has reached the comparatively large proportion of deaths of 
between 11 and 12 persons for every 100 who have been entered as patients in that 
institution. 

In the Children’s Hospital more than twice as many deaths occurred as in 
1883. The ratio of deaths to cases treated in that institution was 20°69 per cent., 
while in 1883 it was 12°82 per cent., being a ratio of increase of 7°87 on the former 
year. The deaths in the other Public Institutions require no particular comment, 

In the Appendix, from Tables XII. to XIV., will be found returns of the 
causes of death in the Colony during 1884, duly classified according to the system 
hitherto in use. I regret, however, that I did not observe, until too late to alter 
the classification of causes of death for 1884, that a change of considerable im- 
portance had been made in the English system of classification, no doubt brought 
about by the remarkable strides made in medical science during the last few years. 
Arrangements have been made, however, by which the deaths registered in the 
Colony during 1885 will be classified according to the new system adopted in 
England—a course which I believe will likewise be taken by the statisticians in all 
the Colonies of Australasia—as a necessary step to enable proper comparisons to be 
made between the causes of death in these Colonies and in England. The principal 
changes made in the classification are as follows :—Causes of death are now divided 
into eight classes instead of six, as formerly: Class 1, which previously contained 
four orders, viz., Miasmatic, Enthetic, Dietic, and Parasitic Diseases, now contains 
six orders, viz., Miasmatic, Diarrhceal, Malarial, Zoogenous, Venereal, and Septic 
Diseases, and the nomenclature of diseases included in such orders has been con- 
siderably altered and re-arranged; Class No. 2, which formerly contained two 
orders, viz., Diathetic and Tubercular Diseases, now only contains one, viz., Parasitic ; 
Class 3, which formerly contained eight orders, viz., Diseases of Nervous System, 
Organs of Circulation, Respiratory System, Digestive Organs, Urinary Organs, 
Organs of Generation, Joints and Bones, and Integumentary System, now only cone 
tains one, viz., Diathetic Diseases; Class 4, which embraced four orders, now only 
contains one, viz., Constitutional Diseases; Class 5, which formerly included five 
orders relating to deaths from all kinds of accident or violence, now contains 
Developmental Diseases; Class 6, in which was included violent deaths not classed, 
sudden deaths cause not ascertained, and deaths in which the cause was either ill- 
defined or unspecified, now contains Local Diseases; the new Class 7 includes deaths 


from. 
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from violence of all kinds; and new Class 8 embraces causes of death ill-defined or 
unspecified. The nomenclature of diseases in the various classes and orders have 
been re-arranged and amplified to a considerable extent. On the whole the classifi- 
cation is greatly improved, and must be found much more acceptable to medical men 
viewed in the new light of science. The old system was far from perfect, and, 
according to new discoveries in medicine, by no means accurate. 

Deaths which have occurred in the Colony during 1884 will be found 
arranged in the order of degree-of fatality in Table XI. in the Appendix. A com- 
parison is also furnished therein between the deaths which occurred from each disease 
in the years 1883 and 1884. 

It wil be seen that the greatest number of deaths occurred from Dysentery— 
viz., 746—a number greater by 542 than in 1883. This disease has proved peculiarly 
fatal to the Polynesian portion of the population. ‘The great increase in the deaths 
from this cause during 1884 is to be traced entirely to the numerous deaths from this 
disease which occurred that year amongst the Polynesians. 

Phthisis comes next in order of degree of fatality, showing an increase of 101 
over the number registered in 1883, the rate of deaths from this cause being equal 
to 1-92 per 1,000 of the mean population of the year. The total number of deaths 
from this cause in 1884 was 572, out of which 261 occurred amongst Polynesians. 
The rate per 1,000 of deaths from this cause to the mean population, exclusive of 
Polynesians, was 1:04.

The rate of deaths from Phthisis in Queensland in 1884, at per 10,000 
persons living, contained in the mean population of the year, was 19°15, and the rate 
(exclusive of deaths of Polynesians) from this cause, per 10,000 of the mean popula- 
tion (also exclusive of Polynesians) was 10°85. This shows that the rate in Queens- 
land of deaths from this cause, if Polynesians—a race very susceptible to this disease 
—were excluded, would be less than the rate shown in any of the Colonies above- 
mentioned in 1882, except Tasmania and New Zealand. 

The following table shows the duration of residence in Queensland and the 
birthplaces of 572 persons who died from Phthisis in Queensland in 1884, except in 
nine cases, in which the place of birth was unspecified :—

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The duration of residence of 480 of those who died from Phthisis is given in 
the foregoing table. In 92 cases, however, the duration of residence was not stated, 
with the exception of any that may be included in the 92 cases refered to, it will be 
seen that 142 died within a year of residence in the Colony and 83 within two years 
after taking up their residence here. It will also be observed that, with the 
exception of Polynesians, Phthisis was most fatal to persons born in England, next 
to those born in Ireland, and least to those coming from Scotland. In only two 
cases was the disease fatal to persons after a very long residence in these Colonies— 
viz., to one person born in Queensland, who had resided here between 50 and 55 
years, and to another person born in New South Wales, who had resided here 
between 55 and 60 years. The ages of all persons who died from Phthisis will be 
found in Table X[V.in the Appendix. ‘That table shows that the greatest mortality 
from this disease occurred to persons between the ages of 20 to 25—viz., 192; next 
in order the greatest number of deaths occurred to persons whose ages were included 
in the quinquennial period, 25 to 80. It also shows that there were 119 cases of 
infantile phthisis during the year—viz., 58 under one year, 35 under two years, and 
the balance between the ages of two and under five years. 

Typhoid Fever appears third in order of degree of fatality, 542 deaths, or 7-90 
per cent. of the total deaths, having occurred from this cause during 1884, compared 
with 238 in 1883, being an increase of 304 over those which occurred in the latter 
year. The rate of deaths from this cause per 10,000 of persons living in the mean 
population of 1884 was 18:15, while in 1883 it was only 8°89. The enormous 
increase in the rate of deaths from this cause (more than twice that which occurred 
in 1888, although in that year this disease was very prevalent) shows that this—one 
of the most fatal diseases in the Miasmatic order—remains unchecked. Notwith- 
standing all the exertions made during 1884 towards sanitation in our principal 
cities and towns, the disease mentioned was more fatal than in any other year since 
the foundation of the Colony. The following statement will show that the rate of 
deaths from this cause per 10,000 living for the last five years has steadily increased 
year by year, and has now reached a proportion nearly nine times greater than in 
the year 1880 :—

Not only in the case of Typhoid Fever, but in the order of Miasmatic Diseases 
generally, the rate of deaths has considerably increased during 1884, and the propor- 
tion of deaths from causes included in that order has now reached a proportion more ~ 
than three times greater than it was five years since, in 1880. This will be seen 
from the following summary :—-

This shows that proportions of deaths from Typhoid Fever in Queensland 
greatly exceeds that of any of the other Australasian Colonies. 
It may be that the drought from which Queensland suffered during 1884 has 
largely contributed to this result. The absence of the ordinary rain—which in the 
Colony 
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Colony frequently falls with force and volume similar to that in the tropics, cleansing 
the open watercourses and drains in our large centres of population and also washing 
all impurities from the surface—rendered the task imposed on the various Boards of 
Health of cleansing our cities and towns a very difficult one. It is evident from the 
result that, unaided by nature in the manner indicated, they have been unable to 
combat successfully with the death-dealing germs engendered during the hot and dry 
season experienced in 1884, 

The increased mortality from this cause—the highest ever recorded in this 
Colony—must be looked upon with the utmost gravity, and those charged with the 
sanitary condition of our townships should make more strenuous efforts to fight 
against this fatal disease, one which in nearly all cases attacks the very flower of the 
population, those in the prime of life and strength. The more glaring sanitary 
defects may have been dealt with by them, but it is apparent that many death- 
dealing nuisances are still in existence to cause such a heavy loss of life from typhoid 
fever as that which occurred last year. 

Diarrhcea appears fourth in order of degree of fatality, having been the cause 
of 471 deaths in 1884, as against 333 cases in 1883, an increase of 138. The rate 
of deaths from this cause per 10,000 of the mean population was 15°77. ‘The 
Polynesian deaths from this cause were very numerous, and tend to increase the 
proportion of deaths from this disease. 

The deaths from the other causes mentioned in the table referred to do not 
require any special notice, although in nearly all instances an increased number 
of deaths is apparent in 1884 over those in 1883. In no case, however, is the 
increase so marked as in those to which attention has been drawn. The following 
table shows the number of deaths included in each class, their proportion per 
10,000 of the total deaths and per 10,000 of the mean population for a period of five 
years, 1880 to 1884 inclusive,

This shows that deaths from causes included in the Zymotic class of diseases 
during the last five years have increased considerably, both in number and in their 
proportion to the total deaths. With respect to deaths from causes included in the 
class Constitutional Diseases, although the number recorded in that class has 
increased from year to year yet the proportion to the total deaths has not varied 
very considerably ; that proportion in 1884 was actually less than in 1880. 

The same may be said of deaths from causes included in both the Local and 
Developmental class of diseases, while with respect to the class in which deaths 
from violence are included it is satisfactory to note that the proportion of such 
deaths has considerably decreased since 1880. 

The following table gives a comparative statement of the percentage which 
the several causes of deaths as classified into classes and orders bear to the total 
deaths of each year for the last ten years :—

I have again to thank the medical profession as a body for the valuable 
assistance they have afforded, both to myself and my officers, during the year under 
review, by rendering certificates of causes of death which were prepared with apparent 
accuracy and care. I trust that they will still continue to render the Department 
all the assistance in their power, in order that the classification of causes of death 
may be rendered as perfect as possible. I may have to tax their kindness and 
patience further in future, because, as stated in a previous part of this Report, it is 
intended to adopt in this Colony the new classification system now in use in England, 
in which the Gausés of deaths are more minutely described and classified, generic 
terms apparently beiig as much as possible avoided: It is hoped that the Depart- 
ment will shortly be in a position to issue to medical men residing in Queensland a 
nosological index, with a plan of the new system of classification, to enable them to 
form an idea of the mannér in which it is desirable that medical certificates should 
be prepared and returns made to registrars. 


ADDITIONS TO REGISTERS. 
There were 22,862 additional names added to the Registers of this Colony 
during the year 1884, the aggregate number of names now on the Registers, from 
March, 1856, to the end of 1884, being 254,066. 


RECEIPTS UNDER REGISTRATION AND MARRIAGE ACTS. 

The total amount of revenue derived from the General Registry Office, 
Brisbane, for the year 1884, consisting of fees for searches and certified copies of 
Registers, and from the month of August in that year for fees for marriages, was 
LITA 3s. 8d. 

An Act was passed by Parliament in 1884 which deprived all District 
Registrars of their fees for searches, certified copies of Registers, and for the cele- 
bration of marriages, no compensation or equivalent having been given for what up 
to that time was a right vested in District Registrars under the Registration and 
Marriage Acts. As these officers have very onerous and important duties to perform— 
many of them being obliged to employ assistants at their own expense to keep the 
work up—I think it only reasonable and fair that the Government should allow them 
an equivalent in the shape of an increased fee for each registration in lieu of the 
fees above referred to, of which, without compensation of any kind, they have been 
deprived. At present Registrars are paid 3s. for each entry made in a Register, 
whether of births, marriages, or deaths, that being the fee originally fixed when 
the registration system came into force in 1856. But it must be remembered that 
since then, in addition to the ordinary work of registration, Registrars are now 
compelled to furnish regularly voluminous returns of all kinds, which materially 
adds to their work. The fees they heretofore received reimbursed them to a certain 
extent for this extra labour; but now that the remuneration referred to has been 
withdrawn by Parliament, to affirm a general principle, I think the regular fee paid 
by the Government as a salary to Registrars should be increased to at least 4s. per 
entry. By the Act in question the Registrar-General was also deprived of fees for 
marriages celebrated in the Brisbane Registry Office, which were specially appropri- 
ated to his use under the Marriage Act, and which have been enjoyed by him ever 
since the registration system was established in 1856. The change has caused him 
a loss of at least £60 per anntim, and no compensation or equivalent of any kind 
has been made for this deprivation of a valuable vested right. I think this also 
should be taken into consideration by the Government, and some allowance made 
for the loss incurred. The 
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The receipts from fees of the kind referr 


ed to from all the Registry Offices in 


the Colony, except Brisbane, since about the middle of August last to the end of 
1884, was £112 15s. 6d. The following statement shows the receipts during that

Excess of Deaths over Births 
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This shows that 64 births were thus registered—viz., 34 males and 30 females ; 
and 193 deaths—viz., 117 males and 76 females. The proportion per cent. of births 
on board the ship to arrivals in Queensland having been °32, while the proportion 
of deaths to arrivals was ‘98. 

Latterly, marine returns of births and deaths have been prepared in a 
satisfactory manner by the surgeons-superintendent of the immigrant vessels, more 
particularly by those on board the British India Company’s vessels. 


METEOROLOGICAL RETURNS. 

I am again obliged to omit any comments on the Meteorological Returns for 
the year 1884, as they are not yet prepared or ready for printing. ‘This is to be 
regretted, as no doubt the information contained in the Meteorological Observer’s 
Tables would be a most useful adjunct to this Report. I have previously pointed 
out the value of such ‘Tables to scientists and others interested, as bearing on the 
subject of their probable intimate connection with sickness or health, and to the 
desirableness of their being issued, if possible, simultaneously with this Report. As 
[ am not, however, in a position to append a copy of the document referred to as an 
Appendix, I shall take steps to have one, when prepared, forwarded as soon as 
possible to those who take an interest in the Vital Statistics of the Colony.
